Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and the applicants' representative discussed 
proposed Claim amendments that are believed to overcome the prior art of record and thereby place the applicants' 
claims into condition for allowance. Specifically, the applicants' remarks on pages 2-3 with respect to "the subject 
invention improves prior art conditional access systems by making safe the access rights against replay 
procedures/operations of EMM messages and, thus, allows secured operations of change or erasure" and "checking of 
an operation of update and its authorization are done by comparing the action date of the stored object to the action 
date of the EMM and the state of the stored object" were discussed as requiring clarification and incorporation into the 
existing claim language of the independent claims as can be seen in the attached Examiner's Amendment. It is 
believed that the applicants' claims are now in condition for allowance in view of the prior art of record.
